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Russian Army Blitz 
Bags Over 80 Towns

3.—(AP)—Russian troops raced today 


to within 21 miles of Kherson, Black Sea port at the mouth 
of the Dnieper river, as they cleared the faltering Germans 


from the 


vast steppes between the Dnieper and Karkinit Bay, 


on th Black Sea, Moscow announced tonight. 


More than 80 towns and ham- 
lets fell to the Russians, who ad- 
vanced more than 10 miles in the 
last 24 hours to sweep up the 
town of Bolshoi-Kapany, on the 
Kherson-Perekop railway, in their 
most direct threat to Kherson. 

Don Cossacks, under plane 
cover and supported by tanks, 
were wiping out the last remnants 
of the German army fleeing in 
disorder. 

Soviet forces to the north, in 
the Dnieper bend, captured at 
least seven more populated places 
southwest of Dnepropetrovsk, 
said the daily Moscow com- 


monitor. 

The communique for the second 
day made no mention of the 
Crimea, but German reports said 
the Russians, by-passing the seal- 
ed-off peninsula, were using am- 
phibious combat teams of land, 
sea and air forces which wiped 
the Germans from the Caucasus 
to attack the Crimea.

The Decatur plant of Atlanta 
Laundries, Inc., whose nine branch 
organizations have been closed in 
strike for more than three weeks, 
has been reopened with non-union 
labor “in an effort to get people’s 
wash back to them,” laundry of- 
ficials announced. : 

Some 50 non-union workers re- 
entered the plant yesterday to 
start processing the laundry bun- 
dles tied up since the strike start- 
ed, while pickets of the striking 
union patrolled the plant. Howev- 
er, no untoward incidents were re- 
ported, according to Russell Baker, 
official of the parent organization. 

No Other Plans. 

At the present, he explained, the 
company has no plans other than 
getting out the laundry already in 
the plant, but a policy regarding 
possible future operation of the 
Decatur plant will be decided upon 
after the first job is completed. 
Laundry held in other plants has

W ASHINGTON,- Nov. 3.—(4)— 
Because October failed to produce 
a hoped-for improvement in the 
‘butter supply situation, the War 
Food Administration is consider- 
ing more stringent controls over 
fluid milk consumption—possibly 
rationing. 

The more milk people drink the 
‘less there is for butter making. 
| Reports from creameries show- 
ed that last month's butter pro- 
duction fell more sharply than 
normal, nullifying effects of go? 
ernment withdrawal from the 
market 

The WFA said that some retail 
stores still are without butter and 
others are limiting sales to 1-4 and 
l-2 pound per customer. 

Besides withdrawing from the 
market, the government inaugu- 
rated a milk sales control program 
designed to divert more of it into 
the production of butter and other 


‘manufactured dairy products.

LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 4.— 
(P)—U. S. Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hall and British Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden have left 
Moscow, a Soviet radio broadcast 
announced tonight. 

A Cairo dispatch said that Nu- 
man Menemencioglu, Turkish for- 
eign minister, arrived at the Egyp- 
tian capital by train tonight and 
the British ambassador to Turkey, 
Sir Hughe M. Knatchbull-Huges- 
sen, was already there. This sug- 
gested that Hull and\yEden would 
stop off in Cairo, as they did on 


the way to Moscow, and confer 
with Menemencioglu.

The agreement assumes for all 
areas the same amount of under- 
ground travel time—45 minutes— 
that the WLB used in the Illinois 
case. The board regards the 
amount of travel time as a criti- 
cal item and there is a question 
whether it would accept a formula 
which used the identical figure for 
all mines, 

Travel time varies considera- 
bly. In a_ portal-to-portal day, 
such as the bituminous coal agree- 
ment sets up, the more time that 
is consumed in traveling the less 


time there is left for production. | 


In some mines the entire exten- 
sion of the miners’ day—from 7 
hours of all productive time to 
8 3-4 hours of production and 
travel—might be consumed in 
travel and hence no increase in 
production would result. 


Actually 8 3-4 Hour Day. 


The so-called 8 1-2 hour day 
actually becomes an 8 3-4 hour | 
day by turning 15 minutes of 
lunch time into work time, even 
though the elapsed time under- 
ground or the starting and quit- 
ting time do not change.

The earnings of the 
miner receiving the basic $l-an- 
hour wag@ would be $8.50 instead 
of $7, w time and a half for 
the additional hour of work. 

The sections covering the an- 
thracite miners also provide : for 
a similar reduction in the lunch 
period, thereby adding 37.8 cents 
per day to the earnings of all 
day and monthly men in addition 
to the 32.2 cents increase allowed 
by the War Labor Board last 


ek. 

All Miners Affected. 

“All anthracite contract miners, 
consideration miners and contract 
mine laborers will receive an in- 
crease of 37.8 cents per start,” the 
agreement says. “The proportion 
of the proper share of the in- 
crease for this 15-minute addition- 
al productive work in respect to 
contract mine laborers is to be 


paid by’ the operator in accord- 
ance with established custom and 
practice.” 

Virtually all the 460,000 hard 
and soft coal miners had ignored 
today President Roosevelt's di- 
rective for them to return to work. 
Some members of the AFL, Pro- 
Mine Workers nion 
joined, in fact, in the strike. 

Meantime, the shortage of coal 
cut into steel production. The 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corporation 
announced it had shutdown 30 of 
its open-hearth furnaces in the 
Pittsburgh district mills. 

By midnight at least 49 were 
expected to be down, the company 
said.

Meanwhile Secretary Ickes, in his capacity 
as national fuel administrator, holds a series 
of conferences with John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers, seeking agree- 
ment on salary scales and other factors of a 
work contract for the period during which the 
mines will be operated by the government,

the most serious issue faced by this nation in 
many decades. 

That issue is, which is the greater power, 
the federal government or the United Mine 
Workers? 

The President has ordered the miners back 
to work. They have refused to obey, thus 
defying the nation through its wartime leader, 
its commander-in-chief. 

Will the federal government, the President, 
back down before the defiance of a group of 
disloyal workers who do not hesitate to betray 
the nation in the face of the enemy? 

That is the issue as it stands today.

“On the Way” 

Announcement of the expected early closing 

of contracts between the federal government 

and the state of Georgia for the production 

at Tattnall prison of supplies for the armed 

forces, underlines the progress being made in 
the program of prison reform. 

Sewing machines and shoe repairing ma- 
chinery are to be sent to Tattnall by the War 
Production Board. The federal government 
will send, also, two agricultural experts to set 
up a great program of food production on 
Tattnall’s arable acres. 

Soon hundreds of prisoners will be working. 
producing for their country at war and thus 
contributing to victory, though they are pay- 
ing the price for their crimes against society. 
The morale effect upon the inmates of the 
prison will be tremendous. 

' Governor Arnall, in commenting upon the 
steps being taken by Wiley Moore, state direc- 
tor of corrections, to reform the shameful 
prison conditions in Georgia, said: “We have 
a long way to go, but we are on the way.” 


That comment succinctly and truthfully de- 


scribes the present status of prison reform. 

It is a task which cannot be completed 
overnight. That has been clear to all thinking 
citizens ever since the disgraceful state of 
Georgia prison affairs was exposed. And it was 
emphasized in the remarks of Former Warden 
Lawes, of Sing Sing, during his visit to Tattnall 
this week. 

But the first steps have been taken. The 
light of full publicity has been turned on the 
sore spots, something absolutely’ essential 
before the people could realize the truth and 
understand what must be done. 

The necessary laws have been passed. Wiley 
Moore, director of corrections, has started to 
work intelligently and effectively. Plans have 
been made, and will soon be in operation, 
furnishing occupation for prisoners and prom- 
sing to make the prison system largely, if not 
altogether, self-supporting. 

There is a new light of hope in the hearts 
of the prison inmates, a light which is reflected 
in the eyes of all good citizens. 

We are today witnessing the dawn of a new 
era in Georgia's prison history, an era which 
will put into effect that famous Salvation 
Army slogan: “A man may be down, but he 
is never out,” in place of the ancient bromide 
of brutality: “Abandon hope all ye who enter 
here.”

The Obvious Course 

The Fullbright resolution passed by the 
house of representatives, and the Connally 
resolution now in process of debate before the 
senate, both aim to give assurance to our allies 
that this nation will meet its international 
obligation to co-operate in enforcement of the 
peace after the war. 

The senate has for several days been de- 
bating the respective merits of the Connally 
resolution itself and the changed wording of 
several offered substitutes. 

However, in the meanwhile, the Moscow 
confe ence drew up and adopted an agreement 
which, as one of its clauses, included the 
identical principle involved in the Connally 
and alternate resolutions now pending. That 
agreement has been acclaimed generally in all 
the signatory powers, the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia and China. 

It is obvious the direct course for the 
senate to pursue in order to place itself on 
record as approving our narticipation in an 
international peace-enforcing organization, 
after the war, would be to indorse that section 
of the Moscow agreement in full. There is no 
need for change in wording of the agreement, 
and qualifying amendments could only weaken 
our position and tend to create new doubt of 
our sincerity in the minds of our allies. 

Why should the senate fiddle-faddie around 
with abstruse arguments upon interpretation 
of any self-drawn resolution, when the Moscow 
agreement, straightforward and plain, is there 
for it to approve? Such approval would im- 


’ mediately demonstrate American determina- 


tion to continue co-operation with other free 
nations, after the war, for our own protection 
and our own good, as well as for the protection 
and security of the peace-loving world. 

It is the Moscow agreement we must, if we 
would meet our national responsibility, accept. 
Eventually, why not now? ,

There can be but small doubt that Premier 
Badoglio, of Italy, is entirely correct in his 
position that a representative, stable govern- 
ment for that country cannot be established 
as long as King Vittorio Emanuele retains the 
throne. 

King Emanuele co-operated too closely with 
Benito Mussolini for Italians of the anti-Fascist 
groups to feel kindly toward him. It is said 
the entire National Liberation front, which 
includes all six of Italy’s most powerful politi- 
cal parties, demands the abdication of the 
king. 

Thus, onée again, Vittorio Emanuele is 
faced with a choice. Years ago he chose to 
cast his lot with the Fascist Mussolini. and 
thereby doomed his nation to sorrow, suffering 
and shame. 

Today he must choose whether to abdicate 
for the good of his country and his people or 
whether, selfishly to attempt to cling to a 
throne which can only precipitate political 
strife and bloodshed. If Emanuele is the 
patriot he proclatms himself, he will seize the 
opportunity to prove that patriotism by abdi- 
cating. And, in so doing, the “little king,” will 
attain greater stature in world esteem than 
ever before in his career.

Good News for Parents 

Announcement from Washington of a forth- 
coming new supply of ration-free shoes for 
small children will lift one of the most press- 
ing problems of wartime rationing from many 
parents. To keep fast-growing children in 
shoes fitted to their young feet on an alloca- 
tion of three pairs per year has been almost 
impossible. Children’s feet grow too fast, and 
busy little toddlers wear out shoes too quickly. 

The new supply of unrationed shoes for 
children will contain no leather. The soles 
will be of heavy woven fabric, reinforced with 
vulcanized rubber, while the uppers will be 
of canvas-like materials. They are intended 
for children up to eight years of age. *

By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. , 
PRETENSE FADES WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Another evi- 


dence of the growing disintegration of 
German morale is found in the absence of official optimism in Nazi 
propaganda broadcasts abput events on the Russian front. 

Such optimism has b gradually fading away in recent weeks. 
Certain overstrained phrases which the Nazis 
have .been wont to use in the past to suga® 
coat their defeats are being given a rest. 


Propaganda Minister Goebbels and‘ his asso- 
ciates are no longer pretending that every- 
thing now happening along the Dnieper front 
was planned months ago by the German high 
command. There is no more talk of a long- 
prepared winter line; no further pretense that 
the Russian armies have been. defeated to the 

. point of exhaustion. . 


On the contrary, Nazi propagandists who 
have to explain the striking Russian successes 
are now accounting for them by talking about 
“superior weight of numbers and materiel!” 


For the first time the German official war 
news admits that hard, violent and bitter fighting is in progress. 
War reporters from the Reich, writing from the Russian front, un- 
derline the heavy demands on the troops. 

Goebbels is telling the Germans that what is happening in 
Russia could happen only because of the Italian treachery. The 
Italians are being made the goat of the present German ‘debacle. 


HOME-FRONT ANGLE On the home front, also, Goebbels 


and his propaganda colleagues are 
conducting a fervent campaign to bolster tagging morale. The 
German People are being told: “Hold out, have faith in Adolf 
Hitler. The fate of the Reich is in the balance. A defensive war 
has been forced upon us. Hold out. Time is on our side.” 

The Nazi leaders, in short, do not deny that Germany has reached 
a crisis in the war. Writing in Das Reich, Goebbels recently urged 
on the Germans that no nation has ever passed through a great 
war without a crisis. Other of his associates, rushing from Han- 
over to Berlin and from Berlin to Prague, are telling the harassed 
bombed factory war workers: “We shall break Bolshevism despite 
its present apparent successes.” 

Even Hitler is reported by the OWI and other official agencies 
charged with picking up German propaganda broadcasts as coming 
to this conclusion in connection with the 1943 Russian campaign: 
“The. great battle in the east begins more and more to assume the 
aspect of a series of crises,” 

We may judge from these bits of information, picked up from 
neutral sources and by Allied radio recording devices, something of 
the real state of affairs inside Germany. Too much stress cannot 
1 + eg the appeals by Goebbels for the German people to stand

STATE OF FRENZY And when we consider such appeals in 

; juxtaposition to the recent naming of 
Gestapo Chief Himmler as guardian of the home front, we may well 
ae the state of frenzy that must exist in official Nazi party 
circles. 

All of the evidence adds up to the assumption that the German 
people, like their former Italian Axis partners, are becoming fed up 
with the Nazi dictatorship and are reaching a frame of mind where 
they are prepared to take matters in their own hands. It is im- 
possible to explain the Goebbels appeals and the Himmler appoint- 
ment in any other way. 

One of the most significant phases to the whole situation is that 
the Nazi government heads no longer try to conceal from the people 
the full facts about the turn in the war tide. That would indicate 
that the people have come to be dubious of official war news and 
are relying more on foreign broadcasts to keep them informed, 
despite the severe penalties imposed on those caught listening in on 


forbidden programs. 


This does not mean that the German people are being told by 
the Hitler government the full truth about the military situation, 


either in Russia or elsewhere. 


They get an overall statement that 


there is a crisis, but not many details are provided on the actual 
fighting, except in less important sectors.

FAIR ENOUGH

NEW YORK, Nov. 
3.—The President’s 
executive order in 
the coal strike is 


only another twist in the devious 
course of labor relations under 
the administration of a govern- 
ment which has resolutely reject- 
ed honesty in all such dealings. 

The order says that by authority 
of the constitution and the law, 
particularly the war labor dis- 
putes act, the secretary of the in- 
terior is directed to seize not only 
the mines but also all real and 
personal property, franchises, 
rights, facilities, funds and other 
assets of private individuals, pre- 
sumably law-abiding citizens who 
are entirely willing to do their 
part in the production of coal 
necessary for the war. 

It is perfectly plain to every 
American, that no authority exists 
or ever can exist under the con- 
stitution and the law by which the 
government may so _ proceed 
against innocent persons. Yet, it 
has been done before and because 
the owners of property yielded or 
were crushed into obedience by 
the arbitrary power of the gov- 
ernment, it is done again without 
audible question from the people. 

The order says further that Mr. 
Ickes shall recognize the right 
of the wofkers to bargain collec- 
tively through representatives of 
their own choosing, and _ there 
again all citizens know ‘that the 
government is not stating mat- 
ters honestly because it; has been 
the government’s ¢dixed practice to 
compel workers to accept bargain- 
ing representatives forced upon 
thém by the Labor Relations 
Board and the Wa Labor Board.

The government decides 
what is fair and takes the position 
that the parties to a contract have 
yielded their right to contract 
freely and willingly but must 
contract under compulsion. This

But private property had been 
made unpopular then and labor 
was encouraged to believe that 
the same device would. never be 
used against the workers. Now it 
2s turned on them with what im- 
mediate results we shall soon‘see. 
But if labor does accept this dic- 
tum, the condition which it creates 
could be made permanent and all 
labor, henceforth, could be re- 
quired to work for wages fixed by 
the government in the role of em- 
ployer. In that case, the unions 
would become mere social and po- 
litical clubs with no bargaining 
power and the wages would be 
determined by political considera- 
tions rather than economic jus- 
tice. The 60-day limitation on the 
government’s: possession and op- 
eration of the mines after the 
restoration of efficient production 
could be stretched to six months 
and renewed endlessly with equal 
authority under. the constitution 
and law, which is to say none 
whatever.

No Other crisis, perhaps no 
Course other course was 
open than to flout 
the constitution so that a war for 
the preservation of -the constitu- 
tion could be,rarried on with- 
out further imp&tirment from this 
quarter. But the crisis need not 
have developed in the first place 
if the labor policy of the New 
Deal government had been honest 
and fair to both sides of the bar- 
gaining table from the beginning. 
This and many other stoppages, 
which must sicken to their very 
sou millions of men fighting 
savage enemies overseas and seg- 
regated and ear-marked for bat- 
tle in the establishment at home, 
are the results of the long cam- 
paign to build up the power of ir- 
responsible adverturers and revo- 
lutionaries over the lives and 
property of all the people.

WINDSOR CASTLE, FIRST ADD In writing about the pad- 
locking of Windsor Castle, 


the notorious joint on the Buford highway in dry Gwinnett county, 
I said last week that it was too bad that pressure from the federal 
government had: to be brought before the crooked gambling joint 
was closed. 

I now find that this was incorrect. While there had been com- 
plaints of soldiers robbed there, the credit for 
the closing of the thieves’ den goes to the 
solicitor of the county, Hope D. Stark. 

It was he who brought the injunction pro- 
cedures before Judge Clifford Pratt, of the 
supeyior court, who issued the injunction pad- 
locking the place. 

Evidence was supplied by C. A. Gillespie, 
director of the state’s alcohol control unit. who 
arranged for enforcement officers of the @nit 
and the Georgia Bureau of Investigation to 
organize raids. They, accompanied by other 
officers, did raid the place and find a number 
of cases of whisky. Federal officers had no 
hand in the raids,

Gwinnett county can be proud of thisgjob done at long last by a 

man not long in office. The facts about this joint are sordid a 
interesting. It is the type joint which can operate only in a smdil 
county, preferably a dry county. It cannot operate where there are 
men such as Solicitor Hope Stark and Judge Pratt. 


FOR ATLANTANS This place has operated since 1936, which 
means that for seven years it has been 
cheating residents of, and visitors to, Atlanta. ; 

Solicitor Stark brought along the record of the joint as taken 
from the court records. The first case, No. 2413, was settled by 
a plea of guilty to a gaming charge on December 11, 1936. There 
follows gaming and lottery pleas of guilty well into 1940. 

It was in 1940 that Solicitor Stark appeared on the scene and 
from that time on the record shows the law at long last closing in 
on the joint with three indictments since 1943. 

Our own pb demonstrates that the racketeers operat- 
ing the place were active in politics and actively opposed any can- 
— in the jpast seven years whom they feared might oppress 
them. 

This gambling joint, which operated a front restaurant which 
was put to real distress when eating customers came in, was oper- 
ated for the “taking” of Atlantans and their visitors. 

The file on Windsor Castle in Solicitor Boykin’s Fulton county 
office shows that the place operated cars from downtown Atlanta 
and also had a staff of agents who worked the hotels in Atlanta, 
informing likely looking customers that gambling was to be had 
at Windsor Castle and that if they lacked transportation same 
would be supplied. 

There also are reports of men who were cheated with crooked 
dice and crooked cards and also reports from men who were sold 
illegal booze and robbed of their money. If it couldn’t be got at 
the tables then the pimps and the hangers-on got it just the same. 

The joint now is closed. Its operators will seek to open up 
again in some county near Atlanta. If they cannot, they will move 
on to some other city. To Solicitor Stark and the Georgia bureau 
and to Judge Pratt congratulations on a good job. The very worst 
evil is gambling, and it always is accompanied by a set of under- 
world@gcharacters, 


AT BRUNSWICK Meanwhile, at Brunswick, olice have 
flushed. out Jack Lance, an old-time gam- 


bler and one of the loudest shouters at thse political meetings 
which took place at the Erlanger theater in the summer of 1942. 

He and his crowd were found with crooked dice and crooked 
cards, the tools of gamblers. There were dice which could roll 
nothing but a combination of three and those which would do noth- 
ing but seven. I wrote here last week of the expertness, the almost 
unbelievable expertness, with which a professional dice dealer could 
“switch” crooked dice in and out of a game. 

All of which brings me up to a bit of Atlanta news. 

I am informed that one of our own police-record characters. a 
former lottery gambler and bootlegger, has been licensed for the 
liquor business by the Atlanta Police committee and by the 
state bureau. I am having his’ complete police record, which, 
as I recall, contains about eleven cases of arrests and guilty 
pleas, made ready, He, too, was a loud shouter at those Erlanger 
meetings and was prominent in the unofficial family of the then 
state administration. He was reported to have had the concession 
to sell in the dry counties, a practice immediately abolished by 
Commissioner Eugene Cook and the present administration. 

As one who believes without question that legal control of the 
liquor business is the best manner to handée it, producing less abuses 
and less drinking, as opposed to the farce and crimes of prohibi- 
tion, I cannot conceive of permitting this, or any other person with 
such a record, to have a license. The liquor men themselves should 
be the first to protest. (Windsor Castle, for instance, began during 
prohibition under another name and under this and other names has 
continued in dry counties until its recent padlocking.) If any state 
will keep the legalized business in the hands of reputable men, 
and will maintain strict control of a legal business, it can solve its 
liquor problems. Atlanta doesn’t need another experience such as 
Macon has had where, with great difficulty, a racketeer was at last 
removed from the liquor business, Legal control is working better 
and better. Let's keep it so.

“Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the least of these, ye did 
it not to Me.” 

Perhaps you heard a recent radio talk by a man who had helped 
distribute food to the children of southern France when that de- 


‘cency was still permitted. He said the supply of food was limited, 


and the hungry children were many, so it was necessary to dis- 
criminate. Local authorities helped him select the children whose 
need was greatest, and the others were ignored. 

These neglected ones often came to watch the food distribution, 
and stood in silence at a little distance. They were too polite to 
intrude or say anything. But one day a pale, hollow-eyed little 
girl, made bold by the pangs of hunger, approached the man and 
asked gravely: “Why can’t I have some, too?” She wasn't resent- 
ful; she was only puzzled. ‘ 

Equally puzzled are millions of Americans. For the first time 
in history, they see our well-fed people turning their backs on starv- 
ing children, and they cannot understand. We are made to seem 
cruel and heartless, and nobody has yet given an explanation. We 
yy heard only excuses that shame us by their cynical disregard 
Oo acts. 

The usual excuse—and the only one that could be either decent 
or valid—is that any effort to feed the starving children would 
help Germany. 

But Hoover proved during the last war, and it was proved 
again in the early part of this one, that children in occupied 
countries can be fed without one ounce of the food being taken 
by native adults or by German invaders. And even if the Ger- 
mans should double-cross us and steal the food, they would only 
get one day’s supply for their country, for no greater quantity 
would be on hand at any time. And they would get no more, for 
that would end it. 

Why must our nation endure the shame of seeming indifferent 
to the slow murder of these kids? Every decent American must 
choke on his food when he thinks about it. And his face must 
redden when he thinks of that old phrase, “the great heart of 
America.” 

Who is responsible for it? What sinister power, operating in 
silence and answering nothing, callously dooms these kids to die? 
Somewhere there is a man—a single man—who made the final 
decision, Who, is this man who makes us share the guilt of Nazi

Japan proper and in Burma this 
means there are still extensive 
units elsewhere. The most likely 
guess—and guess it is—is that the 
strongest and best equipped forces 
are in the Netherlands East Indies 
and Malaya, in “last ditch” posi- 
tions to protect vital resources. 

This situation seems to be em. 
phasized by the relative silence of 
the press in these regions. Major 
Stories there concern withdrawals 
of large supplies of raw materials 
by the Japanese, but there is no 
coverage of political or social de- 
velopments, which contrasts 
sharply with the extensive public- 
ity given native co-operation, prog- 
ress in extending Japanese cul- 
ture, etc., in other Japanese-domi- 
nated areas. 

The Japanese press also is mea- 
'gerly covering the Solomons cam- 
paign, with some intimations that | 
things are not going so well. There | 
is no explanation, however, of the 
Strategic importance of the opera 
tions in that area, 

The Japanese assert that Japan 
has now acquired almost all the 
raw materials she needs for her 
war effort. Obviously the Japa- 
nese are attempting feverishly to 
exploit these in the fullest meas- 
ure, using all that are obtainable 
for war production. Big weak- 
nesses, however, are shertages of 
high octane gasoline and high- 
grade lubricating oil, neither of 
which is obtainable in the Nether- 
lands Fast Indies. 

Breakdowns Indicated. 

Moreover, there are indications 
that the inevitable breakdown of 
virtually irreplaceable machinery 
in vital factories may be under 
way or will be soon. 

Industrial and production acci- 
dents are all tightly guarded se- 
crets and their extent, therefore, 
is unknown. But one of the ma- 
jor bottlenecks facing Japan’s war 
effort is known to be machine 
tools. Some replacements may 
have been received through visits 
of German freighters, several of 
which appeared in Japanese ports

spite this internal division, heavy 
Nazi forces are tied up in thus far 
futile efforts to stamp out guer- 
rilla activity. 

Besides carefully nurturing 
strife between Tito’s Partisans and 
the Chetniks, the Germans also 
are spreading false reports of Al- 
lied landings and patriot successes 
to lure more Yugoslavs into overt 
resistance so they can be trapped, 
the Yugoslav Information Office 
in Cairo said. 

Mihailovic’s Chetniks were said 
to have killed 350 Germans and 
captured 50 in fierce fighting 
around Boka Kotorska. The Ger- 
mans apparently seized control of 
the naval base guarding the Adri- 
atic directly across from Bari in 
Italy, because Cairo dispatches 
said that as a result of delaying 
actions, Italian forces had been 
able to remove nine torpedo boats, 
10 seaplanes and two troopships 
to Allied ports. 

The Yugoslav government 
charged that in this action, Tito’s 
Partisans fought alongside the 
Germans against Mihailovic’s 
troops. 

Eight hundred Italians impris- 
oned by the Germans were freed 
in the course of heavy battles in 
Montenegro, this war bulletin 
added. It said “Allied aviation” 
had attacked the German-held 
ports of Ploce and Metkovic and 
Nazi positions at Pelyesac.

Better Cook Pork Thoroughly. 

Sister insists on having pork 
rare, bacon just on and off the 
fire, sausage in the pan only a 
few moments, pork roasts on the 
pink side. Brother claims it is 
dangerous to eat pork unless it is 
very well done. I cook for both. 
How am I to please them both? 

(S. A. M.) 

Answer—Take the hatchet to 
sister—she is not likely to live long 
anyway—then see that all pork, 
bacon, ham, sausage is_ thor- 
oughly cooked. Eating underdone 
pork in any form exposes the con- 
sumer to the risk of infestation 
with the more harmful type of 
tapeworm (tenia solium) and also 
the serious risk of infestation with 
Trichina worm, which is painful, 
serious, sometimes fatal. Eating 
rare or raw beef is comparatively 
less dangerous—virtually the only 
risk is of infestation with the less 
harmful type of tapeworm (Tenia 
saginata) if the meat happens to 
be “measly,” that is, contains the 
larval cysts of tapeworm.

Every Girl Must Exercise 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


It is not the sitting that brings 
on a desk chair spread. It is the 
fact that you are not out playing 
tennis! The omission of exercise 
is what puts fat pads on this big 
figure problem. 

Just how happens is some- 
what of a mystery. Weight, ap- 
parently, has little to do with it. 
Even though you do not exceed 
your calories, you can—and prob- 
ably do—take on weight along 
the hipline. This padding takes 
all shapes, but the most bumptious 
form is in the little mounds of 
fat, like old-fashioned pincushions, 
that perch on the top of the hips 
to the rearward. 

The exercises that are effective 
in dislodging this particular fat 
padding are the staccato side-back 
kick, rolling to bring the weight 
smack on the target, and a thor- 
ough side-stretcher. 

In kicking, cup one hand over 
the muscles that are supposed to 
be working (the ones underneath 
the fat pad), and see that they 
are. Here is a kicking exercise 
that will slim the hips. 

Position: Stand with the right 
hand placed on chair back for 
support, weight resting on the 
right leg. Cup left hand over fat 
pad on left hip to feel the muscu- 
lar action as you kick. 

Movement: . Slowly’ move the 
right leg out and back, sideward, 
in a short but vigorous thrust 
from the hip with both knees 
straight throughout. Do not sway 
out to the opposite side. Very 
slowly, repeat six times, then per- 
form the same number of counts 
with the other leg. 

A straight roll across the hips 
is an unusually efficient stream- 
liner. So include this one. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
legs together, very slightly off the 
floor. 

Movement: Roll straight across 
the upper hipline and over, until 
you are face downward on the 
floor, then roll back across the 
large part of the hips and make 
a complete circle in the other di- 
rection, finishing on the other 
side, and face downward. Start 
with 12 counts, gradually work up 
to 25, and finally to 50. 

Finally, the side-stretch aay 

Position: Stand erect with feet 
apart, arms upstretched over head. 

Movement: Stretch vigorously 
all along one side by bending in 
the opposite direction and slight- 
ly backward so as to have most 
of the stretch through the fat pad. 
Come back to center and repeat 
to other side. Make this a slow, 
thorough-going stretch. Perform 
12 counts, later 25. 2

Late returns put the Republican 
candidate well ahead in the Ken-
